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LITERARY AND ARTISTIC COPYRIGHT CONGRESS AT BRUSSELS, 

The above Congress to which Mr. Fred. 8. Cozzens was. appointed a 
delegate by the New York Boox Pusiisuers’ Association, met on the 
27th September, ard proceeded to business. Of the 560 persons who 
had conveyed their adherence to the principles of the convention more 
than 300 were present. A splendid entertainment was given on the 
evening of the first day to the members of the Congress by the Literary 
and Artistic Society of Brussels. M. Charles Rogier, the Belgian Min- 
ister of the interior, presided, and the Mayor of Brussels bid the company 
welcome in an eloquent address. This pleasant occasion was enlivened 
by the artistic performances of some of the guests. M. Derique, the 
pianist; M. Poorten, the violoncellist; M. Felix Bovie, the poet; M, 
Clesse, the popular song-writer, and M. Ghémar, the artist, each contrib- 
uted to the general enjoyment. This cosmopolitan and intellectual féte 
was ushered in by a fine serenade given by the mwhicipal authorities, 
and concluded at a late hour, the company separating with feelings of 
unalloyed gratification. 

A banquet was given to the members of the Congress, on the even- 
ing of September 29, in the famous Hotel of M. Allar in the Rue Fossé 
Aux Loups. One hundred and fifty-five guests sat down at 6 p.m. The 
prominent seats were filled by the Mayor of Brussels, M. de Brouckere, 
and by M. Ch. Faider, the president of the Congress, The first toast 
was given by M. Faider to King Leopold, whose wise government and 
liberal patronage of literature and art were warmly eulogized. The sec- 
ond toast was given to the President by the Sardinian member of the 
Congress, Baron Jacquemond. The third toast was by Baron Taylor, 
in honor of M. Ch. Rogier, minister of the interior. M. Vervoort now 
proposed the health of the foreign members, and gracefully bowing to Mr. 
Cozzens, the American member of the Congress, he proceeded to address 
the gentleman personally, remarking: ‘ You have performed a noble 
mission, sir, in crossing the ocean to cheer us in our labors.” This re- 
mark was received with the utmost enthusiasm, and greeted with 
uproarious bursts of applause. M. Wolowski, the French delegate, 
replied in behalf of the foreign members, and proposed the health of the 
Mayor, who invited the Assembly to drink to the success of the Con- 
gress. The next speaker was M. Romberg, the secretary of the Congress, 
and the chief originator of the idea which brought it together, In a 
few modest but spirited words, he dwelt upon the blessings of the unfet- 
tered, freeborn, and unmolested rights of the literary man and the artist. 
The president now rose to propose the health of the illustrious Eugene 
Scribe. M. Scribe, whose appearance was greeted with loud cheers, 
proposed a toast to the city of Brussels. “ Brussels,” he “ said, was already 
by its elegance and splendor, one of the most magnificent capitals of 
Europe; but it was reserved to this Congress, to make it henceforward 
the captal of progress and of civilization.” M. Scribe resumed his 
seat amid the highest manifestations of sympathy, and this terminated 
the banquet. [We shall give a full report of this banquet in a future 
number of the Crrovrar.] 

We present our readers with a complete report of the proceedings 
which we have translated from the Jndépendance Belge, 


Mr. Charles Fadier, President of the Committee of Organization,”oceupied the 
chair, having by his side Mr. Vervoort, nag ig Ed. Romberg, secretary- 
general; and Messrs. Baron Vanderkalen, Ed. Fetis, Portales, Geefs, Stallaert, 
and Casier, members of the committee. Mr. Faider informed the assembly 
that, according to the regulations, the Committee of Organization constituted also 
the Business Committee. 

He then addressed the Assembly as follows : ; 

‘‘ Gentlemen,—U pon opening the session of the Congress of Literary and Ar- 
tistic Property, the Committee of Organization congratalates itself on having 
gathered together a considerable number of the notabilities of all the civilized 
countries. It congratulates itself also in having registered numerous adhesions 
and expressions of lively sympathy. 
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‘Those who have not been able to come to Brussels have sent us words of 
regret; others, as Messrs. Labouleye, Bredier, Horace Vernet, Capriano, and Dr. 
Cesare, have addressed to us notes directed to an examination of the principles 
which ought, according to them, to regulate intellectual pronensy 5 others have 
given tothe questions, which the Committee of Organization has submitted to them, 
studied solutions, Among the erg popes. among the criticisms which the 

ropositions of the committee have met, | shall cite the labors of the circle of book- 

sellers and publishers, of authors and dramatic composers, of the Society of Men of 
Letters of France, of the Imperial and Royal Institute of Lombardy, and of 
Messrs. Ricordi, Warnkonig, and Webster. I thank those gentlemen and those 
institutions for their interesting communications, and I must say, not without a 
lively satisfaction, that the solutions which the committee submit to you have 
received in the most of their distinguished communications an almost complete 
approbation. 

* We are fully agreed, I see, on the necessity of proclaiming as a fundamental 
principle, the uniform, universal, and international recognition of intellectual 
property. The enjoyment of this property must be liberally guaranteed, but 
within reasonable limits, and with a view of turning into the common fund of 
human intelligenée, the treasures possessed by exalted minds, who, after a tem- 
porary profit, receive the unending honor, glory, and gratitude of men. 

“We are fully agreed, also, on the propriety of obtaining a suppression of the 
hindrances which still oppose the interchange of the material products of thought, 
apart from the police regulations of each government. 

“Tt belonged to Belgium, gentlemen, to proclaim and to organize those great 
principles which await asystematic formula and the powerful agency of govern- 
ments, to proclaim everywhere their triumph. When in the absence of laws, 
I may say in the absence of fixed and recognized principles, reprinting and coun- 
terfeiting were everywhere recognized upon a large scale, our Belgium has been 

articularly accused of literary piracy. 1t has had this chance of being particn- 
arly signalized for the animadversion of certain writers who have rudely treated it. 

** May it not be permitted to a Belgian, in Belgium, in presence of illustrious 
imitators (contrefaits), who have not all had to complain, to remark that there the 
principle, or rather the exercise of literary property was not any where organized 
with a view to reciprocity ; that public law nowhere defined or recognized the 
property ; that the fact of international counterfeiting was general; that it is 
precisely the general existence of this fact which has led to seeking its nature, to 
dispute its legitimacy, and finally to condemn its exercise. Belgium, in truth, 
found neither honor nor profit in it; so that she has been one of the first to 
associate herself with the great movement which has for its end to consecrate 
firmly, liberally,‘and every where,‘the enjoyment of literary and artistic property. 

“The counterfeiting of books no longer exists in most of the eountries where 
it was largely exercised. It will soon no longer exist anywhere. I am the first to 
rejoice at it. ’ 

“This consecration of a right, long misunderstood, accords, besides, perfectly 
with the interests of those who have feared and disputed it. Printing among us 
is in a really better state than when it reproduced foreign books. This result, 
announced by statesmen when our first literary convention was discussed, has 
since then been confirmed. ‘The new elements of the prosperity of this industry 
had been indicated with much sagacity by special writers, who have enumerated 
the products which serve as compensation for the copying which is abolished, or 
yather mutually regularized by agreement with authors. 

‘ Literary and artistic property, then, is recognized in principle by all nations, 
but a uniform régime in the different legislations must be sought for it. The 
Committee of Organization were presented with three systems: that which 
claims fundamentally all the right in intellectual property; that which places 
intellectual property on the footing of land-property, and proclaims its perpetuity ; 
and that which recognizes intellectual property, but considers it composed of 
special elements, which admit of its enjoyment only for a limited time. 

“The committee, without lessening at all the freedom of your discussions, has 
adopted, without hesitation, the last system, which finds support in the text of all 
legislations, in the opinions of a good number of renowned publicists, and in the 
principle that the divine spirit of great writers and artists should finally penetrate 
all intelligences, and extend and vivify everywhere. 

“«T will not enter here into a discussion which you will approach later; I only 
indicate the thought which we have obeyed, and which most of our adherents 
have received with favor. 

‘ Let us not forget, moreover, in order to appreciate the proposition of the com- 
mittee, that it is by printed and engraved sheets that the influence of writers and 
artists is exercised; that it is, in the last analysis, for the fur-seeing states- 
man, a question of cheapness ; that alow price is the debt of genius to the multi- 
tude, and to glory itself which is spread by publicity ; that the treasures of sublim- 
ity, good sense, and grace upon which successive generations are to draw, that 
the master-pieces of art which are to civilize them, eught to be accessible to all, 
and burdeygome to none. ‘ 

“I recdgnize, moreover, that there are serious difficulties in grave questions. 
Recall the important labors which have taken place in France, from 1825 to 1841, 
in the bosom of the Commissions and Legislative Chambers; the labors of many 

ublicists in Germany, Italy, and England; the state of opinion in Belgium, 
rom 1849 to 1854. 

“¢ Eminent men have discussed all the questions, and have been able to decide 
none of them with that certainty which is demanded in a legislative text. Per- 
petuity, limit, negation, which of these three words shall we apply to an intellec- 
tual property ? 

‘Gentlemen, let us try to decide ; but to decide let us be brief and precise. 
Let us not bring into theories that rashness which condemns them. Let us keep 
to that practical and equitable sense which conciliates in just measure the rights of 
the individual with those of universal intelligence, and which considers justly 
creative genius as the repository and propagator of those eternal truths which are 
its debt, I repeat, to the multitude. 

“You are called, gentlemen, a great number of you by governments or power- 
ful free institutions, to state one of the great axioms of our admirable age, which 
has made so many remarkable theories enter the domain of application. 
We have seen, in our time, the astonishing progress made by man over physical 
nature, the indefinite, and (may God will it !) the triumphant development of the 
Oceanic Electric Cable, the combined and always new miracles of Steam and 
Mechanics, marvellous scientific discoveries, and the perfection of laws for the ad- 
vantage of equality and tolerance. 

“Let us add as a sign of the time, the multiplicity of Congresses, where the 
most important, the most precious interests of men are discussed, Let us keep 
to-day to the dignity of the mission which our hearts and minds impose upon us, 




















and in fortifying and organizing the right ofauthors. Let us sympathize with the 
large numbers who expect from them the bread of science and morality. 

“If it were permitted me to characterize in very general terms the subject of 
our labors, I should say that, on one side, progress consists in the individual ap- 
propriation of the soil, upon which all political society reposes, and, on the other 
side progress claims for itself the universal appropriation of the idea on which 
reposes the intellectual community of men. Ye erextive geniuses, who listen 
here to the words of an obscure, but deeply convinced publicist, be generous, 
and bestow your fuculties and gifts without avarice upon all ; you shall thus have 
added something to that always increasing number of great social facts which the 
breath of God permits men to produce ; you shall then have added a ray to that 
splendid light, which illumines our age! 

“Illustrious age, indeed! But in speaking thus, gentlemen, let us be neither 
too proud nor too exclusive. Every age has its grandeur, and it is that which 
renders so very charming the history of the progress of the human mind. It is 
the glory of man to hear proclaimed in every age a progress beyond which no 
attainment seemed msi. In weighing every age, we are astonished at the 
riches which it contained and —— profusely over the earth. Generations 
which shall follow our ephemeral generation will be also proud of themselves, 
and they too will render justice to this immortal and restless movement, which 
the eminent men who hear me contribute to encourage and direct. 

“In fortifying letters, sciences, and arts first in the interest of those who 
create them, and then of those who receive and are profited by them, you will 
have set the seal to that great progress which finds its formula in international 
law applied to intellectual prosperity. 

‘* | declare the session of the Congress of literary and artistic property now 
open.” 

The address of the President was received with prolonged applause. 

On motion of M. Wolowski, the assembly continued as permanent, the com- 
mittee of the Congress which had acted provisionally. The President thanked 
the Assembly in the name of the committee, and engaged to concentrate all its 
activity in its sections in order to permit the general Assembly to proceed with 
all necessary speed. Ile proposed to confer the honorary presidency on M. Rogier, 
minister of the interior, who had always given them the most powerful aid, and 
who had not ceased to interest himself in the organization of the Congress, and 
to assist in its labors. 

Ile also proposed, after the manner of other Congresses, to add to the com- 
mittee, as Vice-presidents, foreign members chosen principally from among the 
delegates of governments or of the most important associations. These were: 
for Denmark, M. Schierm, professor in the University of Copenhagen, member of 
the Danish Diet; for Germany, M. Witzleben, member of the Council of the 
King of Saxony; for Sardinia, M. Le Baron fJacquemond, senator and councillor 
of State; for the Netherlands, M. Backhuyzen Vanden Brinck ; for Portugal, M. 
Silva Ferrao, secretary of State; for the Duchies of Parma and Placentia, M. Mar- 
tini; for England, Mr. Knight; for France, Messrs. Wolowski of the Institute, 
Scribe of the French Academy, and Baron Taylor; for Spain, M. Pacheco, late 
minister ; for Switzerland, M. Guallier, of the Institute of Geneva; for Austria, 
M. De Stubenrauch, professor in the University of Vienna. 

The foreign secretaries were Messrs, Robert Bell, dramatic author of London ; 
Quitfrey, delegate of the French library; Levy-Jordao, advocate of Lisbon, and 
Isola, Genoese painter. 

The questors were Messrs. Vanderbelen and Ed. Fetis. 

These were unanimously agreed to, and tne foreign vice-presidents and secre- 
taries took their places. 

The provisional rules were adopted as permanent. 

The president informed the members of the Congress that they would be 
received that evening by the Artistic and Literary Association, where a serenade 
would be given to them by the Mayor; and 6n the next evening by the minister 
of the Interior: he further announced to them that the King and the Duke of 
Brabant would do them the honor to attend the session of Wednesday. 

M. Romberg read the titles of memorials, propositious and observations sent 
to the Congress by different socicties and academies of foreign countries, as well 
as by several litterateurs and artists. He added that about 500 persons had given 
in their adhesion to the Congress. 

A certain number had excused themselves from reasons which they had been 
obliged to accept while regretting the absence of these honorable adherents. 

About 300 members were present. The committee had had a preliminary list 
printed, but it was necessarily incomplete. If the Assembly desired it, they could 
muke a call of the House, but he thought they would be able to proceed more con- 
veniently if each section registered its own members. 

The president announced that he had received from M. Corr Vandermacren 
the following resolution: ‘The Congress is of the opinion that customs duties 
laid on the products of literature and the arts are opposed to the rights of prop- 
erty of their authors, and demand abolition.” The resolution would be returned 
to the fifth question: in every such case it is virtually referred to the formal prop- 
ositions of the committee. 

Before dividing into the sub-committees the president asked if any of the for- 
eign delegates had any communications to make relative to the state of literary and 
artistic matters in their countries. None of the delegates wished to speak. 

The president then stated that he had received another resolution signed by 
M. Victor Capellemans who asked, in order not to have four debates and four re- 
ports on the same question, if the right of the author in his works was a right 
of property, and that the Assembly decide that the discussion for the morrow 
should be opened with the 2d section, on the question “* What is the nature of 
the author’s rights ?” 

‘For myself,” said the president, “I think the resolution has no point of 
utility.” 

M. Cappellemans, “ Pardon, M. President. I think it will be very logical to 
indicate the section in which that question will be discussed, in order to avoid 
double trouble and loss of time.” 

M. Romberg, secretary-general, said that the place of that discussion would be 
found very clearly indicated in the 2d section. ‘The first question in the scries 
ought to introduce the debate on the principle indicated by the honorable gentle- 
man. 

The president stated that the discussion on that question would be had in 
course of the 2d section. 

None of the foreign delegates being then disposed to make any communica- 
tions to the Assembly, and the order of the day being exhausted, the Assembly 
divided into its varions sections. Messrs. Vervoort and Rombere were depnted 
to organize the first section; Messrs. Faider and Stallaert, the second ; Messrs, 
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Ed. Fetis and Baron, the third; Messrs. Geefs and Portaels, the fourth, and 
Messrs. Vanderbelen and Casier, the fifth. The president desired the sections to 
organize as soon as possible, and to commence their work that day, as much was 
to§fbe soumnes - the public session next day. They then adjourned until next 

y B clock. 

a! vg, Stes assembled at one o'clock on the second day, when, after the 
reading and approval of the minutes of the preceding day, Mr. Fred. 8. Cozzens, 
of New York, asked permission to present as his colleague M. Henri Hotze, and 
delivered an address in English. [This address, which is not reported in the Jn- 
dépendance Belge, we hope to be able to lay before our readers in some future num- 
ber of the Cmcouar. } 7 : 

M. Romberg, secretary-general, then said: “ Gentlemen, there you have a 
summary in the words of the orator. Mr. Cozzens is au American citizen and a 
distinguished man of letters, if I may believe a letter which has been addressed 
to your body. He has been delegated by a literary society of New Y ork. A 
meeting was held in New York to determine the question whether they acquiesced 
in the propositions laid down by this Congress. The aequiescence was unani- 
mous, and Mr. Cozzens comes from New York to bear to the Congress testimonies 
of the sympathy and adhesion of its citizens.” [Loud applause. ] 

The President: ‘I believe it is the intention of this Congress to confer the 
vice-presideney on Mr. Cozzens.” | Yes, yes. ] ' " 

Mr. Cozzens was then elected vice-president by acclamation, and took his seat 
amid the applause of the assembly. M. Romberg, Secretary-general presented 
an analysis of several communications addressed to the assembly, and letters of 
excuse, among which we noticed that of M.V attemare, founder of the system of 
international bibliographical exchange, and that of the Minister of Public In- 
struction of Russia, who regrets not being able to assist in the proceedings of the 
Congress, but expresses the utmost desire for the happy success of their labors, 
and adds that the Russian Government has already settled the question in as- 
suring to the authors of works of art and intellect, a property for life, and to 
their heirs a continuance of that property for fifty years. 

The President then called for any communications from foreign delegates be- 
fore hearing the reading of the reports. 

M. Le Baron Jacquemond, of Sardinia, communicated to the assembly some 
facts relative to existing legislation on literary and artistic property in Piedmont. 
Ile presented a synopsis of the Sardinian civil code and of the law of February 
28, 1828, which assures to authors the right of reproduction during 15 years; a 
right also granted to foreign works edited in the kingdom; then of a conven- 
tion concluded in 1840, with Austria, and to which the Papal States, Tuscany, 
the Duchies of Lucca and Modena, and the Canton of Tessin have become 
parties. He remarked that that was the first convention held relative to lite- 
rary property. He gave the points of the treaties made between Sardinia and 
France in 1843, 1846, and 1849, treaties which perfected each other. These 
treaties gave the right of property to authors during their lives and to their heirs 
20 years after succession. The guarantees apply to works of art, composition, 
design, engraving, painting and sculpture. The protection granted to original 
writings was also extended to translations, if the author had reserved the right. 
In regurd to articles in journals, they have the right to reprint if the journal be 

cited; at least if the journal has not in the same article prohibited its repro- 
duction. Violation of copyright was punished by the code, by a fine as high as 
500 fr., the confiscation of the property, and damages in proportion to the in- 
jury sustained. 

M. Gaullier, of Switzerland, said he had not lost a moment in collecting 
materials for a report on that which concerned literary property in his country. 
Switzerland is divided on the question. Twelve confedarated cantons have recog- 
nized literary property by laws in common: nine contest it. From the interna- 
tional point of view France had proposed a treaty conceived in nearly the same 
terms as that which she had concluded with Belgium. Here yet Switzerland is 
divided. The confederations have nearly all refused. Unhappily he had not 
had time to prepare 2 complete work, but on the morrow he would be able to 
give them the opinions for aud against. “I will not enter upon the matter to- 
day, but to-morrow, I hope, I shall be able to enlighten you on the state of the 
question in our country. Jt has much importance in an international point of 
view, and interests Belgium on account of the circumstances with which I shall 
have the honor to make you acquainted.” 

After some other remarks, M. Romberg commenced to read the report of the 
first section, but was interrupted by the entrance of M. Ch. Rogier, Minister of 
the Interior, whom the Congress had nominated Honorary President by acclama- 
tion. 

M. Rogier took his seat by the side of M. Faider, and thus addressed the 
Assembly : 

“In occupying fora moment the presidential chair, by your courtesy, I shall 
refrain from addressing to you a long discourse. Your time is too precious, and I 
respect intellectual property too much, to give you a second and copied edition of 
the so elevated, grand, and also so literary discourse of your honorable President. 
[Applause. ] ¥ 

** But I desired to thank you for the distinguished honor which has fallen to 
my official —— 1 focl deoply this high mark of good will on the part of an 
assembly distinguished by so many titles. 1 should feel it still more if, per- 
haps, I might believe that it is gran.ed less to official and transitory functions 
than to persevering sympathies for the institution of these international con- 
ferences, in which the great questions which interest all society are discussed. 

_.‘‘ By her topographical and neutral position, as well as by the nature of her in- 
stitutions, Belgium acquired many years ago the privilege of offering a field 
appropriate to these pacific and fruitful tournaments, after having been the battle- 
field in so many sterile and bloody wars. It is no longer the crossing of swords, 
breaking of lances, and resonance of cannon. It is something more powerful than 
that—it is ideas which have come here to buattle. 

“* Many succumb and disappear in the conflict. What matters it, if the strongest, 
most Vivacious, and most generous survive? Ideas go forth triumphant from the 
struggle ; rising to the quality of principles, they pass into the domain of new 
diplomacy ; reformatory and foreseeing governments take possession of them ; 
they become the law of one country, and then extend themselves one after an- 
other into other countries, where experience has proved their superiority and 
happy effects. 

“As the organ of the government, let me say to you in a word, gentlemen, 
what I would venture to ask of you. Let all ideas and all theories pass through 
the ordeal of your discussions, assigning to your debates only the limit of time, 
but bring them at last to simple solutions and practical conclusiong. 

“My satisfaction would be great to be able to aid in introducing into the legis- 
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lation of my country principles elaborated in this auzust assembly, surrounded 
as they would be, with the prestige of various talents, and with the authority of 
brilliant names. I have not the pretension to believe that such a promise would 
be a reward equal to your labors, but I see no more worthy means to prove to you 
the importance which the government attaches to them, and the gratitude with 
which it receives them.” Thvclenaed Applause. } 

M. Romberg then read the report of the first section, which elicited frequent 
applause and marks of approbation. — : ‘ 

The President called for the reading of the report of the third section. M. 
Wolowski proposed that after the reading of each report they should proceed to 
its discussion. 

M. Couvreur observed that the priority of the discussion of reports was a grave 
question. He agreed with the hon. gentleman that they could recognize the 
international rights of authors, without touching upon the question of principle. 
He could not see how they could admit the international rights of authors and 
artists, except by destroying duty stipulations, He thought there was a neces- 
sary connection between the reports of the first and fifth sections. It would 
then be more proper and convenient to hear, before discussing the report of the 
first section, the report of the fifth section, and ascertain their connection. ' 

The President said that in proposing to hear the reports in succession, he did 
not intend to establish a usity among them: it was a mere matter of order. It 
was impossible to admit the unity of the various sections before having become 
acquainted with them. : : P 

M. Celliez said that the third section had discussed the question of literary 
property, and had come to conclusions différent from the first section. It was 
proper, then, that the different reports should first be known to the Congress. 

M. Romberg observed that the first section had specially to decide the ques- 
tion of literary property. He thought it would be preferable immediately after 
reading a report py its conclusions, for it was evident that, after having 
heard about paintin&® and works of art, the previous questions could not be suffi- 
ciently fresh in their minds. ; 

M. Etienne Blane said, “ One cannot deny that the subject which we introduce 
here presents many questions which have among them numerous —_ _of con- 
tact. I can, at the sume time, say that there is but one principa question and 
accessories. Now, that which we all want is, that the discussions be not per-- 
petuated. Well, they would inevitably be if they debated after each report. 
Could it not be arranged, for example, that a similar question arising from a pos- 
terior report, though it had no direct relation to those of the first report, might 
nevertheless lead to the solution of the first questions. Here is, then, a necessity 
to first hear all the reports. There is no need to fear the confusion of which the 
Secretary-General had spoken, for in the discussion of each question, in eneral 
session, they could find the reports which would indicate to the Assembly the 
reasons given by its section. But do not obscure the light which may proceed 
from the labor of other sections.” [Applause.] . 

The Assembly decided to hear the reading of all the reports which were ready. 

M. Amedie Lefebvre read the report of the third section, relative to the repro- 
duction of dramatic and musical works. ‘ 

M. Etienne Blane presented the report of the fourth section on the arts of

Third Resolution.—-The Reduction of postage to the lowest limits on all routes ; 
the establishment of rates by weight, and thie paying of postage on printed mat- 
ter by means of stamps. After a discussion, in which the tax by weight was op- 
posed by Romberg and sustained by M. Delalain, the resolution was adopted with 
anamendment proposed by M. Stubeorauch, which substituted for the words 
the establishment of rates by weight,” “the reduction of postal tax to the 
lowest possible limits over all routes.” 

Fourth Resolution.—The assimilation of printed matter and proofs with correc- 
tions in all countries where the laws make a difference.—( Adopted.) 

M. Hymans proposed the following additional resolution : ‘* The complete sup- 
pression of all formalities which fetter bookselling ” 

Entering upon the development of his proposition he recited the facts which 
had prompted it. The house of Casterman, said he, had wished to establish a 
branch in Paris ; he was prevented, because to be a bookseller in Paris, one must 
have a license, and to have a license one must be French. French booksellers 
have not an extravagant generosity towards Belgian booksellers. In Belgium we 
have French productions on the day of their publication in Paris, sometimes 
before. In France it is not the same for the books of Belgium ; they remain 
about fifteen days in the custom-house, as M. Tardieu has told us, then six weeks 
in the bureau de la librairie, and it is only then that they get to the booksellers 
who often do not plate them in their windows. All these formalities are preju- 
dicial to literature. 

M. Delalain protested against the allegations of M. Hymans. They refused 
a licence to M. Casterman, because the law had so decreed; we are not to judge 
it, [interruption]. But he had kept a branch under the name of a Frenchman 
who had obtained a licence without difficulty. As to the custom-house and the 
delay at the bureau de la librairie, M. Hymans had much exaggerated. 

M. Jules Tardien : “TI call myself Tardieu, but it is not Miho have given the 
erroneous information of which they have just spoken.” 

M. Hymans: “ Indeed it is not that Mr. Tardieu, but another of the name who 
has black instead of white hair, who is referred to (laughter). This information 
has been disputed by nobody.” 

Mr. Joseph Garnier, of France, supported the resolution of Mr. Hymans. 

After an animated discussion and new details presented by Mr. Hymans, the 
additional article proposed by the latter was adopted. 

The President then informed the members of the Congress that they would be 
received that evening by the Minister of the Interior, and that the King would 
do them the honor to be present at their session on the morrow. 

The session adjourned at 43 o’clock to 1 o’clock the next day.

Panis Gossrr.—A singular specimen of the “literary manners” of this 
“great metropolis” has been presented to a wondering public this week. 
Roger de Beauvoir, who has gained some notoriety as @ fifth or sixth-rate 
light littérateur, dramatist, and theatrical critic, has, as all Paris knows, long 
been separated from, and had fearful quarrels with, his wife, who was for- 
merly an admired actress of the Théatre Frangais, under her maiden name of 
Doze. In the course of June last he wanted her to consent to a reduction in 
thé annual allowance he is obliged to make her, and to give up to him their 
children. And so what did he do? Knowing that she is by no means of a 
yielding disposition, he resolved to try to influence her through her mother; 
and to do that he thought it well to put the mother into a tremendous fright. 
So he went to the house in which mother and daughter live, at a time he 
knew the latter was absent, and after storming like a madman until he drew 
the neighbors to the windows,—he announced that a tall gauky fellow who 
accompanied him was the Secretary-General of the Prefecture of Police. The 
gauky fellow on his part confirmed the announcement, and to convince the 
lady of the truth of it, he gravely recorded in a note book that a gentleman 
who happened to be present had admitted that he entertained republican 
opinions,—opinions for which many a poor urchin had been exiled to Cay- 
enne or Lambessa. ‘‘ The police?” is a phrase which means something very 
different in Paris to what it does in London—and no one, be he who he may, 
ean, under the present régime, see without quaking a member of this mys- 
terious and omniscient fraternity cross his threshold. So of course poor 
Madame Doze, having before her the most important and most dreaded of 
the whole gang,—the man who had but a word to say to cast her and hers 
into exile and ruin,—was stricken with mortal terror, and consented to do 
all that her son-in-law requested. Some weeks later she and her daughter 
happened to be at a theatre, and she saw in a box the dreaded Secretary- 
General of the Police. “There is he,—the awful man!” said she. “Non- 











sense, mother,—it is Bache the comedian.” ‘‘ Daughter,” returned the ma- 
tron, trembling, “it is he, I tell you!” ‘“ And I say that it is Bache the ae- 
tor,—I have played on the same stage with him!” And Bache it was,—he 
had, at Roger de Beauvoir’s request, played the part of Police Secretary ! In 
England such an exploit would have been regaided as a piece of silly im- 
pertinence, and nothing more; in France it is a grave offence for a man to 
call himself a public funetionary when he is not one. So, on Saturday last, 
Bache and Roger de Beauvoir were taken up in custody to the Tribunal of 
Correctional Police—Bache to answer the charge of having “ usurped public 
functions,” De Beauvoir that of having excited him so todo. Bache at first 
tried to be funny, and indulged in some buffoonery ; but the presiding judge 
sternly told him he was not in a theatre, and that buffoonery would not be 
tolerated ; and thereupon the man dribbled about his “ wife and four chil- 
dren.” Roger de Beauvoir denied that he had excited Bache to “usurp 
public functions,” or that that person had done so; but the judge told him 
plainly that he said the thing which was not. Both were declared guilty, 
and the sentence was—three months’ imprisonment to Bache—a year to 
Roger de Beauvoir. Is not this case really what I have described it—a 
eurious example of Parisian meurs littéraires? It may be doubted that in 
any other country anything of the kind could have occurred. There is, in 
fact, something peculiarly French in a husband at war with his wife, trying 
to intimidate her by making her believe that he has influence with the 
secret police,—there is something peculiarly French in his getting a low- 
comedy actor to personate the mysterious police,—and there is something 
very French in sending the two men to gaol for their pains. The Paris 
papers say that the affair is like a scene from Gil Blas. and they say truly. 
But it is not creditable to the literary calling.—Paris Cor. Lit. Gazette. 


Epixsurcn TrapE Sare.—Trade sales are a greater novelty with our 
northern brethren than with us. There are not many of the Scotch houses 
who seem disposed to imitate the example of the elder Constable in having 
sales for themselves, and the idea of combination does not seem to have oe- 
curred to them. Messrs. Black had a trade sale some ten years ago; and 
there was a trade sale in Edinburgh of the stock of Messrs. Johnstone & 
I{unter about two years ago. ‘The present sale has been got up by Messrs. 
P. 8. Fraser and James Knox, both of whom, although bred to the trade, 
have ceased to be in business, and are thus favorably situated for organizing 
and carrying out any co-operative movement of this description. The stock 
to be offered in this Edinburgh sale for 1858—we are informed that they are 
meant to be periodical—comprises the whole stock of Messrs. William Whyte 
& Co. This firm has been broken up by the death of Mr. William Whyte, 
one of the oldest booksellers in Seotland—if not in Britain—he having been 
in business about sixty years. At one period Mr. Whyte had the largest re- 
tail business in Edinburgh, and in his day acted as publisher for many 
popular authors; amongst others, Dr. Keith, author of the “ Evidence of 
Prophecy;” Mr. Haldane, the commentator of the Romans; Dr. Andrew 
Thomson, the famous Scotch divine; Dr. Abercrombie, the well-known phy- 
sician, and many others. The copyrights of some of these authors, with 
those of Watson’s “Family Prayers,” and other standard publications of 
Messrs. Whyte, will be disposed of on this occasion. Of remainders belong- 
ing to Messrs. Blackwood, works by Dr. M‘Crie, Professor Blackie, Mr. Leck- 
hart, David Irving, Hume, &e., will be disposed of without reserve. Of 
Messrs. Black’s publications there will, in like manner, be sold “ Black's 
County Atlas,” “ Dickson on Cattle,” “ Edinburgh Essays,” Fraser’s ‘‘ Turkey,” 
Gregory’s “ Chemistry,” Shorter’s ‘ Handbook,” Lowe’s “Chemistry,” «&e. 
Of Messrs. Constable’s stock some valuable portions will be included, such as 
the translation, copyright, stock, and stereotypes of their “ Cabinet Series of 
Translations,” “ Miscellany of Foreign Literature; ” remainders of Bungener’s 
works, Dr. Chalmers’s works (original editions), Calvin’s “‘ Letters,” “Debit 
and Credit,” *‘Sir Thomas Thumb,” “ Naughty Boys,” &e. Of the best sell- 
ing publications of Messrs. Blackwood and of Messrs. Constable, sales will be 
made on unusually favorable terms. Scotland is too much a terra incognita 
to Englishmen; and as at this sale all the éite of the Scotch trade will be 
congregated together, we do not think the English trade could do better at 
this healthy season than take a trip northwards to the modern Athens. The 
Seotch trade complain loudly that they are excluded from London trade 
sales; but with praiseworthy liberality, Messrs. Fraser & Knox have inaugu- 
rated a more cosmopoiitan policy, as their sale is open to respectable mem- 
bers of the trade in all the three kingdoms-—Zhe Bookseller.
